That 
will develop in the campaign and will be 
felt in the election of the legislature. Upon 
the control of the legislature depends Gor- 
man’s political future and his return to 
the U rnited States Senate. 

The most desperate struggle between the 
two parties will be for the control of the 
state senate. as the senators elected next 
November. will take part in the election of 
two United States senators, one in 1902 
and one in 1904. The last senate was com- 
posed of 15 Democrats and 11 Republicans. 
Ay the 15 Democrats, however, one—Mr. 

Clagett—was unable, on account of iliness, 
to be present.at the regular or extra ses- 
sion. If the Republicans of Washington 
and Frederick Counties two years ago had 
laid aside factional differences and had

supported their party nominees, the ma- 
jority in the senate the the last regular 
and extra session would have been Re- 
sublican, and the election law would never 

ave been passed. If the Republicans do 
not control the next senate their loss will 
be traceable to those factional troubles 
of two years ago in Frederick and Wash- 
ington Counties, by the aid of which the 
Democrats elected two senators who wiil 
be members of the next upper house. 

Chairman Vandiver of the Democratic 
State Committee and other leaders talk as 
though they expect to control the legisla- 
ture with ttle or no assistance from Bal- 
timore City. They came very near ac- 
complishing the feat in 1897, but at that 
time the conditions were different.

HENRY WILLIAMS HAD TOO 
MUCH CURIOSITY. 


LOCKED 


He Was Freezine to Death When Re- 
scued, Although Outside the Ther- 
mometer Stood at 98. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 27.—Freezing to 
death with the temperature at 98 degrees 
in the shade is by no means a common oc- 
currence, but, paradoxical as it may seem, 
such a circumstance was narrowly averted 
at Armour & Co.'s new refrigerating plant 
and Main streets a few days ago. 

Hienry Williams, a young farmer, had 
heard a great deal of the 
frozen in the big packing plants, a1 id 
made up his mind to visit Armour & Co.'s 
room the next time he came 
to the city.

Hie was alirily clad and was perspiring 
profusely, so Manager Rollins advised him 
to sit out in the office for awhlie and get 
cool. Williams obeyed with some reluc- 
tance, keeping his eyes all the time upon 
the door which he had been informed was 
the one leading to the refrigerating room 
on the Brook street side of the building. 

Manager Rollins went oh about his du- 
ties, and in a few minutes had dismissed 
Williams from his mind. The latter, how- 
ever, was warily watching the manavger, 
and when he thought he saw an opening. 
he stole through the ponderous door and 
closed it behind him. 

Now these doors are the 
Armour plant. They are 12 inches thick, 
and render the room, when closed, abso- 
lutely airtight. To attempt to make one 
hear from the inside would be the sheerest 
folly. A button near the center, if pressed, 
will cause the door to fly open, but Wil- 
liams was not familiar with such intricate 
mechanism.

Finding himself in a fair position to 
freeze to death, he finally ran to one of 
the street windows and succeeded, by a 
series of frantic gestures, in drawing the 
attention of a passer-by, who notified the 
office that some one in their plant was in 
distress.

room more dead than alive. He said that 
if he had not been rescued when he was 
he believed he would have lost his reason. 

He has foresworn investigations of 
poeee. and says that embalmed 
etter than risking one's life to see 
process of artificial refrigeration. 

On the same day of Williams’ harrowing 
experience, the water pipes of the plant, 
which run parallel with the cold-air pipes, 
froze solid, and a gang of plumbers were 
employed for more than an hour in thaw- 
ing them out.

JOHNSON CITY, Tenn., July 27.—Ever 
mindful of the comfort and happiness of 


of the beautiful region known as the ‘‘Land 
of the Sky.’ It is but a few miles from 
here, about five miles from Asheville by 
rail, and three hours if one makes the jour- 
ney across the intervening mountains on 
horseback. The site is a plateau at the 
easterly end of a tract which is one and 
three-fourths miles long by about three- 
quarters of a mile wide. 

Around it is a thick forest of noble 
pines, and through a deep ravine at one 
end of the tract runs a mountain stream 
which will furnish abundant power for 
electric lighting and other purposes. The 
institution will be easily accessible, as 
the Southérn railroad will erect a station 
just opposite the main entrance to 
grounds, and a trolley line will be built 
directly to the home from Johnson City.

FEELS DISGRACE KEENLY 


TONY SCARBOROUGH COMES OF 
GOOD FAMILY. 


Will Take the Punishment of the Law 
Rather Than Allow His Family 
* to Hear of His Predicament. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 27.—A case was 
tried in the Criminal District Court yes- 
terday which brought to light the marriage 
of a white man, while under the influence 
of liquor, he claims, to a negress. The man 
comes from a good family in the West. As 
the case progressed the sympathy of the 
Spectators was with the accused, and he 
himself, realizing what he had done, hung 
his head in shame as the testimony was 
brought out. 

The trial was that of Tony Scarbrough, 
who was charged with assault by willfully 
shooting at his wife. The charge was made 
by her. She said her husband was a white 
man and that she was a negress. The 
shooting occurred last April, and since that 
time the accused has been in jail, although 
by letting his relatives know his predica- 
ment, he says he could easily have fur- 
nished the bond. 

Violetta Scarbrough, a very lght mu- 
lattress, the wife of the accused, said that 
they were married March 7 last. Scar- 
brough began to visit her some time be- 
fore this. He had always told her, she said, 


that he was a negro, although he had 
“passed for white’ on several occasions. 
During one of his frequent visits he pro- 
posed marriage to her, she said, and was 
accepted, In the meantime he had dyed his 
hair, mustache and eyebrows biack, their 
natural coior being a iight brown or red. 

March 7 they were married by a negro 
minister, the woman said. They went to 
live in Kuphrosine street, but it was only 
a few days until the white residents in 
the block began to talk, saying that Scar- 
brough was a white man. tis wife said 
that one night when he came home she 
asked him if he was white, and he toid 
that he had often passed for white, al- 
though he had negro Wood in him. She 
sald that he then told her thgt she had to 
948s for white, and that he insisted on her 
requenting white restaurants and other 
places where negroes are not allowed. She 
told him that she was a negress, and that 
she would not try to pass as a white wom- 
an, for anyone could plainly see that she 
was of African descent. 

Scarbrough, so his wife said, began to 
abuse and beat her, and she left anu went 
to her sister's place in Calliope street. her 
husband tried time and again to get her to 
go back and live with him, insisting ali the 
time that he was a negro. She did not want 
to go back for two reasons, because she 
was @ negress and knew it was against 
the law to marry a white man, and be- 
cause she was afraid that he would kill 
her. She said he had threatened her life 
twice before he shot at her. 

On the day the shot was fired she was 
standing in er sister’s door holding a baby 
in her arms. Scarbrough came up to the 
corner, and, seeing her, raised his revolver 
and, taking aim, fired. She jumped back 
in the door and escaped the bullet. The 
door was then locked. The accused went 
to the house and tried to break his way 
in. He was finally frightened off and was 
later arrested. 

Other witnesses testified that S8Scar- 
brough had tried to shoot his wife, while 
several witnesses for the defense said 
otherwise. One of the witnesses was 
Henry Johnson, alias Brittin, who was 
convicted a few days ago for petit lar- 
ceny, and who is -now serving a six- 
months’ sentence in the Parish prison. 
He has also served a three years’ sentence 
in the Penitentiary for grand larceny. 
Johnson's record was against him, and 
his testimony, although very much in 
favor of the accused, had little weight 
with the jury. After being out a short 
time the jury found Scarbrough guilty. 

Scarbrough last night made a statement 
relative to what his wife had said about 
his being a negro or saying he was one. 
Scarbrough seemed very much _ affected 
over his predicament, not trom his con- 
viction so much as from the fact that he 
was married to a negress, and 
had become known.

May Yohe has $60,000 worth of jewels, 
but she has not the famous Hope diamond, 
though she often wears an exact replica 
in paste that is hardly distinguishable 
from the genuine gem. The eal diamond is 
held by a bank as security for a large ad- 
varice to Lord Francis. Permission to sell 
it, which was sought by the broken lord 
in December, 1898, was refused b the 
courts on the ground that it is a family 
heirloom, that its proceeds should not go 
for the benefit of the family and that its 
value is not likely to décrease. 

The stone is a peerless blue Indian dia- 
mond, weighs 44% carats, and is set in the 
form of a brooch. It is surrounded by 2 
Streeter, the dia- 
mond expert, has valued it at $90,575, but 
it is believed to be worth $120,000 in the 
open market.

Revolting Crime of a Jealous 
Brussels Bookkeeper. 


SPENT DAYS CUTTING THE BODY

PACKED THE PIECES IN SALT IN 
MANY BOXES. 
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Was Entirely Unconcerned When 
Caught in the Act of Preparing to 
Hide Evidences of the 


Murder. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
BRUSSELS, July 27.—Driven insane by 
jealousy, Armand Demez, a_e well-to-do 
bookkeeper of Etterbeek, committed a few 
nights ago as shocking a murder as you 


will find in any history of crime. 

The victim was his wife. 

But Demez, who was the son of a pork- 
packer and an illustration, it is suggested, 
of a particularly revolting phase of hered- 
ity, Was not content with murdering the 
wretched woman. His wife once dead, 
Demez cut the body into pleces and salted 
the remains. These he deposited in various 
boxes and kept for several days in the hope. 
it is believed, of removing them so as to 
destroy all traces of his crime. Such are 
the bare facts of the case. But as fresh 
details come to light public horror increases 
in intensity. Nothing more ghastly has 
ever been conceived of than the revolting 
scenes which passed in the Etterpeex 
house between Saturday night and the tol- 
lowing Tuesday morning, when the police 
first got wind of “something wrong. ' 

The commissioner, a strong man, fainted 
away on entering the room where the 
murauerer was found, calm and collected, 
preparing to seal the last package of flesh 
ana bone and blood, Demez had literally 
dissected every limb as it was severed from 
the trunk and cut the tlesh in strips like 
whip-thongs, leaving the bones bare. The 
internal organs had been mutilated and 
packed away in cardboard boxes, through 
Which the blood continued to trickle. Bot- 
tles of gore were carefully arranged in a 
corner. To attempt to describe the ap- 
pearance of the headless trunk, of the head 
itself, and the mouth almost untouched as 
when it uttered its last cry, would be im- 
ossible. The law officers were unable to 

ar the sight and several collapsed before 
the first formalities of justice were accom- 
plished.

Nor did 
he belong to the class of men from whom 
such an abnormal crime might be expected, 
Of good education and 2 linguist, a book- 
k@eper in a well-known house of business, 
he Was, most curious of ail, reputed to be 
of a gentile disposition and beating an cx- 
emplary character Yet if mad there was 
wonderful method in his madness!

HAULED FLAG DOWN 


UNION JACK LOWERED ON A 
BRITISH STEAMER. 


BUT KNOX QRDERED IT BACK 


His Action Saved International Com- 
plications From Commissioner Whip- 
ple’s Fourth of July 
Enthusiasm. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 7.—Cant, 
Thwang of the steamship J. 8. Kimball, 
who was at Unalaska on July 4. tella how 
United States Commissioner Whipple ran 
up against John Bull and ordered the 
Union Jack lowered on a British steamer, 
and how Capt. Knox of the gunboat Con- 
cord ordered the flag raised again. 

“Commissioner Whipple was full of en- 
thusiasm and did not care who knew it. 
There was a number of vessels in port, 
among them being the British steamer 
Glenora and the American gunboat Con- 


cord. In henor of Independence Day the 
Britisher flew the Union Jack and had 
some other bunting. while the Concord 
dressed ship. When Whipple saw the Brit- 
ish flag fiving in an American port he got 
very angry and going aboard the Gienora 
ordered the captain to haul it down. he 
captain refused and then the commissioner 
ordered Deputy United States Marshal Sul- 
livan to arrest the audacious Britisher and 
then hau! down the flag himself. 

Rather than go to jail the captain hauled 
down the flaw. but as soon as Whipple had 
gone he jumped into a dingey and pulled 
out to the Concord. I don't know what 
Capt. Harry Knox said when he heard of 
Whipple's action. but I do know It did not 
take him very long to act. The British 
captain was not five minutes aboard the 
gunboat when I saw a boat manned ani, 
with an officer in the stern, pull away from 
the gunboat for the_ Glenora. As the 
steamship was reached the officer and two 
men went aboard and In a few minutes the 
flag hauled down because 0 W hippie 3 
threats was at the main head again. 

“By this time everybody in Unalaska 
was aware of what had happened. W Nip- 
ple told everybody he met that while he 
was commissioner no flag but the Stars 
and Stripes should fly in Unalaska on In- 
dependence Day and then related how he 
had made the Britisher haul down the 
Union Jack. When the Concord men went 
aboard the steamship the commissioner and 
everybody else knew that something was 
going to happen. Then the British flag was 
run up again and everybody Knew that 
Whipple bad blundered.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Commissioner 
W. W. Rockhill has reported to the state 
department that the principal points in the 
negotiations at Pekin have been settled 
and that it is expected that within a fort- 
night the results will be summarized in a 
final protocol, to which all the powers will 
be signatory. 

The signing of the protocol will be the 
signal for the withdrawal of all foreign 
troops from China, except the legation 
@uerds and those left to safeguard the 
roadway between Pekin and the sea as 
provided for in the treaty. 

The Russian government made the agree- 
ment possible by announcing that it would 
not press further for an eventual increase 
of the import customs duty beyond 5 per 
cent—the present rate. 

An agreement was reached to the effect 
that in the event the revenues of China 
are not sufficient to meet*the payment of 
the installments of indemnity the powers 
will examine the revenues and determine 
what changes are to be made. This ar- 
rangement was assented to by the British 
minster. 

Should the import duties be necessarily 
increased the free list will have to be sus- 

nded except for cereals. 

The 450,000,000 taels, the whole amount of 
indemnity China has agreed to pay, will 
be converted into gold at the equivalent 
of the value of the tael April 1. The bonds 
will probably be issued on the basis of 
English steriing.

CITY AND STATE ARE AT OUTS 


State Authorities Have Withheld From 
City All Share of Dispensary 
Profits Is the Reason. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., July 27.—A sensa- 
tional move has been made here in the dis- 
pensary situation, and practically all re- 
straint of blind tigers has been withdrawn, 
When the state authorities withheld the 
dispensary profits from the city Mayor 
Smyth issued orders to the police depart- 
ment by whiéh the raiding squad was notl- 
| fled to let the tigers alone. This leaves the 
| unlawful sale of liquor free from interfer- 
‘ence. Under the present arrangement the 
whisky element is master of the situation 
and the blind tiger business will <hrive 
| without fear of being troubled or sent to 
Soovomanrg It is true that a number of liquor 
| constables employed by the state will make 
| occasional raids, but without the aid and 
co-operation of the police department these 
state officers will not be able to accom- 


plish anything. 

Recause of the fight between the state 
and the city authorities the blind tiger 
business will be allowed to pursue its un- 
interrupted way. It could scarcely have 
been expected that the city would go on 
ayving out the money of its taxpayers to 
1ave the law enforced when it was to 
get none of the profits of the liquor traf- 
It is understood that the efforts made 
to enforce the law here have been costing 
the city several thousands of dollars an- 
nually. This was to be expected when the 
city was receiving her share of the dis- 
pensary profits, but now the state board Is 


going to withhold the profits and the city 
will withdraw the men who have hereto- 
fore been assigned to dispensary duty. 

The raiding squad has been withdrawn 
and assigned to regular duty on the streets. 
Chief Boyle said that if the state consta- 
bles called upon his department for aid at 
any time he supposed it would be given 
promptly, but as far as raiding was con- 
cerned that that would be left exclusively 
to the state authorities, who had taken 
charge of it. 

This puts a new phase on the situation 
here. The action taken by the municipal 
authorities will scarcely occasion any great 
view of the action of the 
directors there was little 
else left for them to do. Time alone will 
chow how much better, if any, the state 
constables succeeded in enforcing the law 
than the local police have done.

HALIFAX, N. 8., July 27.—Work has 
been begun here on what is intended to be 
the most formidable fortification in the 
western hemisphere. For a number of 
years the British government has been 
strengthening the defenses of Halifax, land 
and sea. The armament of the garrison, 


which had become antiquated, was renewed 
with modern guns of high power and the 
British North American squadron, whose 
summer rendezvous is at Halifax, has been 
increased from year to year until now it 
includes some of the finest warships in 
King Edward's navy. Within a few years

This awakening to the tactical value of 

these two widely distant points in the 

Canadian dominion has aroused much in- 


terest on both sides of the border, but no 
explanation of it has been vouchsafed 
other than the general one of Increasing | 
importance of Canada as an integral part 
of the British empire. The active begin- | 
nin of construction work has renewed 
public curiosity as to the details of the 
plan for the new fortification, but as usual 
the authorities are reticent and only a 
eneral outline of what is to be done has 
een made public so far. ut now some 
additional particulars have been ascer- 
tained in an inofficial way, and these serve 
to heighten the interest in the great 
project. 

The site selected is three miles west of 
Herring Cove on the neck of land that 
runs out on the west side of the harbor 
into the Atlantic ocean and terminates in 
Cape Sambro. It was at first proposed to 
bulld the fort on the shore and have it 
rise sheer above the seg after the fashion 
formerly adopted by mvuct European coun- 
tries, but this suggestion has been put 
aside and the fort will be located a short 
distance inland and will be hewn out of 
the solid rock. The imperial authorities 
seleceted a large granite cliff which has a 
hollow in the center. The main part of the 
fort will be located in this hollow with 
works to be constructed of cemegt, giving 
the appearance of a solid cliff. 

it is said that in its general form the fort 
will follow the design of the armored tur- 
ret of a modern battleship, and there will 
be other features of the work that will foi- 
low out this a with a warship. The 
main armament will consist of 16 guns, the 
authorities say, but thelr exact caliber they 
decline to tell. These buns will be fired by 
instructions from a conning tower and the 
men handling them will not be exposed. 
They will work the guns from below, get- 
ting the sight and other directions from 
the conning tower, much as the mortar 
batteries at Sandy Hook, N,. J., are worked. 
The guns will, of course, be of the disap- 
pearing type. 

Speaking of the guns for the new fort re- 
cently a military official said that they 
would be of the most powerful kind in 
adoption. He was reminded that the United 
States already had a ié-inch gun mounted 
for the defense of New York harbor, and 
was asked if he wished to be understood as 
saying that the Halifax guns would be 
larger than this. ‘“‘There will be no 16-Inch 
guns in the armament of the new fort,” 
was the reply. “But | meant what I sald 
when I stated that thev were to be the 
most powerful in adoption in good military 
practice.”’ 

By this it would seem that the military 
man is of the impression that the great 
piece of ordnance at New York is an exper- 
iment that has not yet demonstrated its 
merit, algo that he wished «a to be inferred 
that the new pleces here would not be of 
such large caliber. 

The existing fortifications in and about 
Halifax are on no small scale and their 
armament is of recent design. Such exten- 
sive improvements had been made of late 
years that the port bad come to be con- 
sidered as very strongly defended, but the 
new works will be on a scale that will en- 
tirely overshadow the old ones.

About Midnight in a Photog- 
rapher’s Supply Store at 
Louisville, Ky. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (Sunday), July 28.—In 
a fire which early this morning destroyed 
the property of the Badgeley-Graham Pho- 
tographic Supply Co., Max Belovitch, a 
cigarmaker, and Policeman James Purden 
were burned to death in an effort to rescue 
women and children who occupied rooms 
above the supply store, and several firemen 
were fatally injured by falling walls. 

Shortly before midnight a terrific explo 
sion awoke everybody in the neighborhood, 
and among the first to reach the street in 
front of the building, on Jefferson street, 
fear Fourth, was Max Belovitch, a cigar- 
maker, living across the street. 

Hardly had the first explosion died away 
before he had dashed up the side stairs 
in answer to a woman's screams. 

About the time he reached the second 
floor he must have fallen, for when picked 
up only a few minutes afterward his right 
side was burned to a crisp. 

Police Officer James Purden was found 
én the third floor suffocated, and seven 
firemen were taken from the ruins. Some 
of them will probably die.

Or is a drouth a thing that can be traced 
tu a definite source and explained by 
science. 

To the farmers the drouth seems as re- 
morseless and as inexplicable as fate. |

“Ticre is what the weather Bureau knows 
about the cause of drouth,”’ said an olfi- 
cial of the weather forecasting service.

‘*There,-said he, ‘‘is a tremendous area of 
low pressure. It has been low for a long 
time. Technically speaking, that is the 
cause of the great drouth.

RECORD OF DISASTROUS DROUTH. 

Drouths are by no means confined to the western part of this country. The 
United States weather bureau was established in 1870. 
inch of rain fell over the Atlantic coast In 
Maven weeks—less than one-fourth the usual amount. Drouth is reckoned severe 
when the rainfall is 50 per cent below normal. 

In 1881 the whole United States was parched. Springs and rivers dried up. 

In 1886 the wheat fields of the northwest received only 2.8 inches of rainfall

“When the endless seesaw began 10 one 
can calculate. The ether ocean forever 
rocks up and down as the sun beckons. 
When the sky tis cloudless for awhile over 
&a great area, and winds are laid, the sum- 
mer sun beats down with tremendous ef- 
fect. The longer the sun has a clear 
sweep the warmer the low strata of air 
becomes and the wider the scope. The 
Super-heated air next the earth expands 
and rises. It leaves a vacuum. his vya- 
cuum forms the area of low pressure, 

“The heated air that rises spreads out 
In higher altitudes and piles up moun- 
tains high on either side. These atmos- 
pheric mountains cover areas of low pres- 
sure. The moisture in the air condenses 
as it rises. 

“Now, the natural tendency is for air 
to rush from the atmospheric mountains 
each side into the area of low pres- 
AS it rushes in it carries its clouds 


“When this does not take place a drouth 
ensues. The lower air becomes hotter and 
hotter and the high pressure mountains 
rimming it round do not fall. 

“The popular idea that the longer a drouth 
continues the harder it is to break is quite 
Hieat has an affinity for heat. The 
low prescure area eniarges daily. The few 
clouds that drift over the burning vacuum 
disappear like snow in a furnace. No ordi- 
nary wind brings in clouds enough to an- 
swer. 
wo mystery of drouth Hes in the ques- 

on: 

“ "Why do the areas of high pressure re- 
fuse to descend upon the low pressure in 
certain summers?’ 

“No meteorologist can answer this ques- 
tion. Secretary Wilson of the agricultural 
department believes that the recurrence of 
drouth in the West is due to the destruction 
of forests. Forests collect moisture. Thev 
aiso break the force of the sun's rays and 
prevent the formation of a dangerous nu- 
cleus of low pressure. 

“The agricu tural department now has a 
force of 50 men throughout the West col- 
lecting data upon this point. 

*“‘Meteorologists are not able at present 
to make any calculations as to movements 
of the upper air. Ebb and flow of currents 
20 miles above the earth may be mainly 
responsible for disastrous drouths : 

“There are sections of the earth where 

ractically no rain falls. The Mojave Val- 
ey, in Arizona, receives but 1.8 inches of | 

rainfall, the lowest anywhere on | 
earth. Rainfall over the Mississippi Vual- | 
ley amounts to #4 inches annually. |

SWAM ASHORE IN BOILING SURF 
TO SAVE FRIENDS. 


AP ROVISED A LIFE RAFT 


| Tied Together With Shoe Laces and 
Suspenders It Brought Them 
Safe to Land.

ROCHESTER, N. Y.,.July 27.—Dr. Hor- 
‘ace J. Mann of Brockrort performed the 
|remarkable feat of swimming an eighth of 
a mile through a boiling surf to the rock- 
strewn shore and returning with an impro- 
vised log raft, on which he rescued three 
persons from a naphtha launch. 

The physician, B. P. Ward and (the 
wives of the two gentlemen went to a Ma- 


sonic picnic at Toutburg and the launch 
was taking the four peopie. home on Lake 
Ontario. A squall blew up about 8 o’ciock 
in the evening that made it unsafe to ven- 
ture further in the little craft and prevent- 
ed landing through the heavy surf. 

The launch was anchored and Dr. Mann 
6wam ashore, groped about the beach until 
he found some good-sized logs and impro- 
vised a raft by tying the timbers together 
with his suspenders, shoe laces and strips 
torn from his shirt and handkerchief. The 
doctor pushed this crude life-saving appar- 
atus before him as he swam back to the 
launch, guided by the rays of a large 
steamer lamp in her bows, and induced tne 
two ladies to entrust themselves to the 
hastily-made float. 

The men swam behind the raft and 

ushed it along and in this way took the 
adies ashore safe and sound, but drenched 
and exhausted. 

Mr. Ward and the physician sustained se- 
vere bruises by being dashed against the 
rocks with which the shore is lined at that 
point. 

The party walked six miles across coun- 
try before a human habitation was reached 
where they could secure food and a change 
of clothing. The launch was found at her 
anchorage the next day, practically unib-

_Many Have Staked 
All They Possess. 

Many of these people have staked their 
all on this one chance. For weeks they 
have traveled overland, in the picturesque 
“prairie schoonér,”’ once so common on /| 
the plains, before the era of railroads, but 
now limited to the homeseeker. Some of 
them gave up their rented tarms, disposed 
of everything they owned except a wagon 
and team and camping outfit. and made 


the tiresome, toilsome trek ¢o this edge of 
the new country. Like the goldseeker, they 
feel that they have got to ain. 

Near the Post-Dispatch tent on Rock Is- 
land avenue is a covered wagon in which 
four hardy farmers from western Kansas 
have come to the new El Dorado.

Hundreds of women who arrived during 
the last few days of registration, late at 
night, slept on the ground. Some were 
unattended by male escorts. They slept 
peacefully and undisturbed. 

There is remarkably good order in El 
Reno. I am told that the mayor has pro- 
vided 18 policemen. None of the officers 
wears a uniform. That 18 officers, in a 
conglomerate, cosmopolitan population of 
i,000, are sufficient to maintain reasonable 
order in town where the present conditions 
prevail, speaks well for the orderliness of 
the crow athered here.

By 8 o'clock 3000 Missourians had gath- 
ered at the spot. There were men from 
every county; St. Louis and Kansas City 
had large representations, In the crowd 
were merchants, lawyers, doctors, teach- 
ers, farmers and men of every vocation 

W. H. Johnson of Tane County was 
made chairman, Standing in the dim light 
of a lantern Mr. Johnson addressed the 
crowd. He referred to the imperial state 
of Missouri! and paid a glowing tribute to 
the Missourian as a pioneer. James Or- 
chard of West Plains oe of the high 
character of the sons of Missouri gathered 
here seeking homes. 

He was followed by J. F. Ball of Mont- 
Gemmers City, a brother of David A. Ball of 

ike. Mr. Ball said that the Missourians 
who draw homes in the new country will 
make the worth of their citizenship felt in 
the future state of Oklahoma. 

It was understood at the time of the meet-

Beauties and the 


Some of lis 
Beautiful Woman 


Who Presides Over It. 


LONDON, July 15.

HE .public recently had an opporqunity 
to inspect the most beautiful private 
residence in England. This superb 

palace, known as Stafford House, !s the 
home of the Duke and Duchess of Suther- 


land. 
Usually only those who have gilt-edged 


credentials signifying the blueness of their 
blood are permitted to gain access to the 
place. 

On this occasion anyone who was willing 
to spend $16 for an admission ticket was 
permitted to admire the wonderful treas- 
ures of this ducal residence. The money 
was devoted to the lifeboat fund. It was 
another of the duchess’ many startling 
charity schemes. 

So far as mere vulgar coin is concerned, 
the chances are that two or three of the 
great mansions in Fifth avenue, New York, 
cost more than the home of the Duke and 
Duchess of Sutherland; but you can't ex- 
preas the value of Stafford House in coin 
any more than you could put a figure on St. 
James’ Palace, just round the corner. 

Conceiving such a thing possible, Stafford 

House would bring much the better rate of 
the two at an auction sale. 
' Although it is not so vast as Buckingham 
Palace, it is infinitely preferable as a place 
of residence, a fact that the late Queen 
Victoria neatly expressed on one occasion 
when she was the guest of the late Duchess 
of Sutherland, mother of the present duke. 
*‘Ducheas,”’ sald the Queen on her arrival, 
“] come from my house to your beautiful 
palace.” * 

Forty years from now we shall get some 
definite idea of the cash value of palaces, 
for Stafford House stands on crown land, 
and thé lease will fall in that time. 

The government will demand a prodigious 
premium for the renewal of the lease, and 
the Duke of Sutherland, with all his 
wealth, will stop to think twice whether he 
will pay the price or let his house go. 

One hears littie about the Duke of Suth- 
erland. His mame rarely adorns the pages 
of the society papers. Like the Duke of 
Norfolk,’ he can afford to wear old clothes. 
He owns 1,956.0 acres, and is one of the 
ihree great landlords in England, the oth- 
er two being the Dukes of Buccleuch and 
Devonshire. 

Next to the young Duke of Westminster 
he is probably the richest peer in the coun- 
iry, and. withal ane of the most unpreten- 
tious, gentile and kindly of men. 

He hes a private railway on the vast 
Sutherland estates, and often is his own 
engineer, not #0 much for the sport of the 
thing as because he would have devoted his 
life to mechanics and manufacturing if he 
hadn't been obliged by an untoward fate to 
give moet of his attention to the business 
of being @ duke and looking after his land. 

He hast managed, however, to find time 
for taking an interest in the manufacture 
of leadiess. glazed ware and Venetian glass, 
and wad active in the organization of the 
volunteers for South Africa. 

He certainly was clever when he asked 
Millicent, daughter of the fourth Earl of 
Rosalyn, to marry him, 16 years ago. She is 
a sister of the lovely Countess of Warwick, 
and has as much faculty for organization 
ae that often diecussed Jady. 

It ie not every woman who wholly ap- 
proves of the famous countess, but the 
duchess is popular all around. She has pos- 
itive genius for entertaining, for managing 
charity fairs and for lending a helping 
hand to musicians and artists who need a 


little social lft to get started on a’ guc- 
cessful career. 

Incidentally she has stepped in several 
times to keep her brother, the good-na- 
tured, impetuous spendthrift, Karl of Ros- 
ivyn, out of trouble. 

Stanfford House looks as’ old and solid as 
the hills, but London seot is chiefly respon.- 
sible for that, as the building was put up 
only 75 years ago for the then Duke of 
York, second son of George III, on-money 
borrowed from the Marquss of Stafford. 

As at first constructed, the house,-exelu- 
sive of the land, cost $390,000, but Jabor was 
cheap in those days, and the. ‘mansion 
lacked the top story which now adds much 
to its majesty. 

The Duke of York, after waiting so manv 
years without even getting a chance to.be 
Prince of Wales, died before his wonderful 
new house could be finished, and the Mar- 
quis of Stafford, who had by that time be- 
come the first Duke of Sutherland, got the 
property on a crown lease. 
lie spent no end of money on it under the 
direction of Sir Charles Barry, the archi- 
tect of the houses of Parliament, and be- 
gan to get together the collection of paint- 
ings that now adds to the fame of. the 
place. 

Since the present Duke and Duchess have 
come into possession of Stafford House it 
has been possible for the public to get into 
the picture gallery by application to the 
duke'’s secretary and reference to anyone 
in London who could be considered a re- 
sponsible person. 

The gallery is a roble room, lighted frorm 
above and acorned with the massive gilt 
and crystal chandeliers that every house 
built in the time of the Regency had to 
have to be considered really splendid. 
Some of the pictures have been sold since 
the first duke’s day, but enough are left to 
make the catalogue read like a list of the 
old masters. 

Two of the most notable paintings in the 
gallery come from the brush of Murillo, 
and are considered generally to be some o: 
his best work. One of them is “The Re- 
turn of the Prodigal Son,’’ and the other is 
‘Abraham Entertaining the Three Angels.’ 
They are in his ripest and most thoughtful 


Siyic, and were part of Marshal Soult’s loot 


from Spain. 

There is a particularly beautiful Moron, 
and there are tro or three Van Dycks, in- 
cluding the famous portrait of the Eari of 
Arundel, and some good examples of Velas- 
quez and Rubens, Tintoretto and Correggio 
are represented, and there is a picture of 
(Christ: bearing the cross that is ascribed 
doubtfully to Rapheel. 

Dutch and early English masters are also 
represented, although some of these pic- 
tures are reserved for the deleciation of the 
family, and are not to be found on the 
picture gallery's walls. 

Above the veined marble staircase sweep- 
ing upward from the reception hall are 
brililant copies from Paul Veronese, and 
on the first landing is the marble statue of 
Iwrin for which a former Duchess of Wel- 
lington is said to have sat. 

Between the’reception hall and the car- 
riage entrance stands a great pair of giass 
doors, which, by tradition of the family, 
never are opened except for royalty or for 
a departing bride. 

On the occasion of the recent fete, how- 
ever they were opened wide for the public, 
in recognition, possibly, of the fact that 
$15 apiece was a royal price to pay for ad- 
mission, even if the money was to be de- 
voted to charity. 

One of the most notable rooms overlook- 
ing the St. James’ Park is a state drawing 
room, Which was used for the first time on

As if all this magnificence were not 
enough for one family, the duke has a col- 
lection of noble country seats—~Trentham 
Hall, at Soke-on-Trent; Tflieshall House, 
in Shropshire; Dunrobin Castle and the 
‘“}iouse of Tongte,”” in Sutherland. The 
yacht Catania also is his. In time the whole 
doubtless will pass over to a bright little 
boy who will be 18 in August, and who. 
as the duke's eldest son, already rejoices 
in the title of “Marquis of Stafford.”

Now there are probably more 
than a dozen St. Louis cottages in this 
park and a St. Louis man is. one of the 
five trustees of the Highland "Park Asso- 
clation, which manages the cosy little city 
of summer homes that seems built in the 
tops of the stately trees whose bases are 
washed by the waves of Lake Michigan. 

Henry Allman, organist and vocal  in- 
structor, is the St. Louisan on the board 
of trustees. He is an enthusiast on the sub- 
ject of Grand Haven. He never tires of di- 
lating on the beauty of its rustic cottages, 
the fragrance of its lake breezes and the 
marvelous qualities of its sand. 

But he is far from being lonesome in this 
respect. All the cottagers are unstinted in 
their tributes to the delights of a summer 
in Grand Haven. 

These cottages are moored in settings of 
rustic grandeur. All of them are on the 
crest of a long hill of Grand Haven's mar- 
volous sand. Quaint wooden staircases wits 


many bends, turns and angles lead to these 
cottages through a maze of foliage. The 
spreading branches of the sand-imbedded 
trees screen them almost entirely from the 
view of a person on the beach. A guide is 
absolutely necessary for the uninitiated vis- 
itor to reach any special home. 

‘‘Tangletop” ts the title of Col. D. P. Dy- 
er’s cottage and it aptly describes the con- 
dition existing in its neighborhood. But it 
is a most delightful tangle—and a wonder- 
fully atractive sceme to one who steps un- 
expectedly into its quiet, fragrant midst 
from the heat and turmoil of a large city. 

Not far from the cottage in which Col. 
Dyer is domiciled dwells another pleasant 
gentleman with a military record. He is 
Maj. Joseph W. Wham, U. 8. A., retired, 
whose*home is at Salem, Ill., but who has 
lived for several months in St. Louls. He 
is a guest at the pretty cottage of his 
wife's mother, Mrs. Eliza Smith of 3743 
Delmar avenue. 

Prominent on the walls of Mrs. Smith's 


cottage are photographs of noted Indian 
chiefs with whom Maj. Wham became offi- 
Clally well acquainted in western cam- 
paigns. 

Mr. and Mrs. David A. Marks of 5637 Von 
Versen avenue have a cottage built liter- 
ally in the tops of a giant tree. While the 
foundations rest on the hill the comfortable 
porch that graces the front and one side 
nestles against the leaves. A visitor may 
push a finger through almost any portion 
of the screen that forms its outer edge and 
touch a leaf. 

Songs from feathered throats as well as 
zephyrs from the lake are wafted through 
the leaves while the family dines on this 
lofty veranda. 

Immediately adjoining the Marks" sum- 
mer home is Mr. Allman's cottage, with 
trailing vines hugging the front portals and 
roses nodding in the garden. Mra. Allman 
is as fond of the little cottage as her, hus- 


band. 
But all the St. Louisans at Grand Haven 
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There are many at the Highland Park Ho- 
tel now and Proprietor McBride, a former 
prosecuting attorney of the county, has 
never been notified to expect several addi- 
tional guests from the World's Fair city. 
5S. W. Fordyce and Mrs. F. J. Kennett 
also have their sumer homes near the city 
of Grand Haven. But they are not in High- 
land Park. They are a few miles north of 
the city on Spring Lake, a scenic inland 
body of calm, clear water, lined from one 
end to the other with private villas that vie 
with each other in magnificent appoint- 
ments. It is a favorite trip of visitors to 
Grand Haven to travel up the Grand river 
and then about Spring Lake on the little 
Steamer Fanny M. Rose. It stops at each 
Villa where the signal is displayed, Many 
of the ‘villagers’ use the Fanny M. Rose 
and, as she glides from one side of the lake 
to the other with many smaller private 
craft plying between the water-separated 
homes, the effect is decidedly Venetian, 
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called the Canterbury, which won a prize 
in a recent regatta. Regattas are not ‘in- 
frequent on Spring Lake. 

On the return trip from Spring Lake the 
Grand Haven sand impresses itself on the 
tourist's mind. Opposite the docks at the 
city of Grand Haven, just below where the 
Grand river empties into the lake. is a 
huge hill of sand. From the town proper 
south to the summer resort there is sand 
everywhere. 

lawyer McBride, mine host at Highland 
Park, wrote a story for a Grand Rapids pa- 
per several years ago in which he re- 
cdunted the alleged confession of a crim- 
inal to the effect that he had buried sev- 
eral kegs of gold in one of these sand hills.

The Chief of the Government Bureau of Ethnology Forecasts for the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch the Lines on Which the Human Race Will Progress and the 
Faculties Which Will Degenerate as Man Advances. 


WASHINGTON, July &.

HAT will the man of the future be 
W like” 
Will he become increasingly god- 
like, or is he likely to degenerate into a 
type more nearly simian’ 

Has man just begun to grow strong and 
wise and good to look upun, or has he 
reached the apex of his development? 

WHll the man of the future develop new 
renses and new faculties, or retain those 
he has? 

What should we think of him-—the man 
of the future-—or what would he _ think 
of us? 

A remarkable prophecy, covering all these 
points, has just been made by a scientist 
who has made the study of the human 
race a life-work, Prof. W. J. McGee, chief 
of the government bureau of ethnology. 
,As science, this wonderful prediction 
ranks es of the highest tmportance. No 
siich specific forecast has ever been made. 
While as a cheerful message to an anxious 
generation, it will be held no less vyalu- 


able. 
Prof. McGee's is not the only view of the 


care. 

Tt has been the pastime, at one time or 
another, of almost every scientist, to 
prophesy as to posterity’s development. 

Dr. Alfred Russell Wallace, for instance, 
cn-discoverer with Darwin of the principle 
of evolution, believes that the coming de- 
velopment of man will be mental and spir- 
itual rather than physical. 

The coming eras are to see a great devel- 
opment of the soul, thinks Dr, Wallace. 

Reason will become so much stronger in 
man that the whole world will live in 4 
liteoplan harmony that will be a sort of 
giorified socialism, and owing to the in- 
creased fineness of physical perception, 
communication between souls in bodies and 
souls out of them will come to be compara- 
tively an easy matter. 

Mr. Havelock Ellis, an English scientist, 
maintains that women are developed to a 
greater degree than man and that to see 
what man is coming to you have only to 
look at woman. 

Woman leads man in the evolution of the 
human species. The man of the future, 
therefore, will be beardless. He will be 
more delicate of feature and of limb, His 
bones will be smaller, his head relatively 
larger. 

His perception will be keener, his intul- 
tions more marked. 

Prof. Ernst Haeckel, the famous German 
aclentist, the associate of Darwin, Spencer 
and Huxley, recently gave in detail his 
views as to the next stages in the devel- 
opment of mankind. 

“It will be mostly mental,”’ he said, ‘the 
evolution of a better and a finer brain. Yet 
there will be physical changes. 

Man will probably lose some of his teeth, 
for instance, and there are signs that the 
little toe will disappear, leaving man a 
four-toed animal. But these changes are of 
small significance compared with our men- 
tal development. 

Man at present seems to be developing or 
retrograding in masses. In Germany the 
tendency is toward the removal of individ- 
ual responsibility. In America the individ- 
val is being developed. 

Dr. R. M. Bucke, one of the greatest Ca- 
nadian physicians, is willing to state even 
more specifically what the future of man- 
kind will be. Here are some of his bold 
prophecies: 

The coming race will have no language 
and will need none. Telepathy will suffice 
for all communication. 

Without speaking a word or making a 
sign the man of the future will be able to 
converse readily with anybody he pleases, 
in however remote a part of the earth. 

And not only will the coming man be 
able to talk with his friend in China, but 
he will be able to see him. There will be an 
end, in short, of those “gross physical 
channels,” the eye and the ear. 

Tatters, telephones, telegraphs—with 
these cumbersome contrivances the man of 
the future will have nothing to do.

& FAR into the future as I can see 
man will still be man. The general 
process of humanization is one to 

which there is absolutely no end. With 
man intelligence is now the sole factor 
which will determine development. 

He lives in an era of the artificial and is 
no longer subject to his natural environ- 
ment, 

No other organism can ever enter and 
compete in that domain of intellect and 
contro’ ef surroundings. He is developing 
upex higher planes, but is compelled to 
progress along certain lines. 

Man will never develop wings, for in- 
stance, because their use would be a too 
extravagant waste of vitality. When with 
the mechanical appliances devised by his 
intellect he competes with.lower animals 
he demonstrates his superiority in every di- 
rection, 

He will not develop into a hairy creature, 
because it will always cost less vital energy 
to make and wear clothing than to culti- 
vate natural fur. 

The future human race will have a much 
better brain than ours. Man's brain is im- 
proving constantly. There are two sides to 
man—the brain side and the hand side. 
More and more nerve activity is going to 
the hands; also to the feet to some extent. 

We have better organized nerves than 
those of primitive man. Your hand knows 
much more than that of any savage. When 
you were a little boy you couldn't write 
without screwing up your mouth. The hand 
and brain are going forward together. 

Man will write more and more rapidly 
with both pen and typewriter. We today 
can write more rapidly than our ancestors 
of three generations ago. 

Future man will invent and create more 
Sings. His written and spoken language 
will be more economical. We are painfully 
alive to the fact that English is not pho- 
netic in ite orthography. Some of these 
Gays it will become so. 

The substitution of mechanical for hand 
typesetting will serve as a long step. There 
will be a language in which there is a term 
merely to express each distinct idea. Man 
will talk and write as well as think more 
rapidly. Now, I do not believe he will ever 
talk or write quite as fast as he can think. 


Bome poor thinkers can now talk faster 


han their ideas can flow, but they contrib- 
: to human happiness. 
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brain work. Practically all mathematical 
work and gall such brain drudgery will be 
done for him by mechanical devices. 
Thought thus saved will be expended on 
other pursuits.” 

The memory of the future will be one of 
greater range, but lese acute as to useless 
detail. Today we remember a hundred 
things to each one thing remembered by 
the savage, but of that one thing he can 
remember more detaile. The most stupid 
man 1 ever knew could remember, word for 
word, nearly all conversations he had ever 
carried on and could repeat them down to 
the fourth and fifth “Bez I’ and Sez he.”’ 
This man, like the savage and primitive 
man generally, had developed his memory 
along one line. But it had no range. To un- 
derstand better what I mean by range let 
us take up the future of the senses of 
which the memory is composed, so to 
speak, 

The eye of future man will have greater 
range of vision, but will be less acute. In 
other words, it will be less of a telescope 
and more of a panoramic camera. The av- 
erage white gunner is a better marksman 
today than the Indian who has carried a 
gun all his life, because the eve of the for- 
mer judges distance, space relations, force 
of wind, etc., all at the same time. 

Any well-trained Papago Indian can trail 
better than any white man I know of, can 
see much more acutely than I can certain 
things to which he is accustomed. But I 
can see twenty times as many things as he 
Sees in passing over the same ground, 

Future man will see colors not now per- 
ceptible to us—colors above the violet and 
below the red. He will perceive more tints, 
shades and tones of all colors. He will hear 
higher and lower pitches of sound than we 
can hear. But. just as in memory and in 
seeing, he will be less acute—will not be 
able to hear sounds aa far off. 

The sense of smell will lose its acuteness, 
but gain in range. The savage today can 
perceive a particular odor further than an 
enlightened man, but the latter can  per- 
ceive a much wider range of perfumes of 
flowers or aromas of coffees or teas, for in- 
stance. 

The sense of feeling will grow more deli- 
cate. Future men will suffer more than we 
do from heat and cold when exposed to it, 
but his greater sensitiveness in detecting 
coming changes of temperature will enabie 
him to protect himself better against their 
effects. He will be much more sensitive in 
discriminating rough or smooth, moist or 
dry, soft or hard surfaces. 

The more highly man becomes developed 
the more pain he will suffer from a given 
shock. This rule will apply eo long as every 
other condition remains equal. But every 


other condition will not remain equal. With 
his increase of refinement and sensibility 
the grcater the number of degrees between 
extreme pain and extreme pleasure future 
man will be able to perceive. 

But just as in the case of temperature, 
he will know better how to protect him- 
self from extremes of pain in such manner 
that his sum of pleasures will constantly 
increase and his sum of pains constantly 
diminish. 

Future man will have no new sense. The 
greater delicacy and refinement of his 
senses will not make him more sensual] in 
the narrow meaning of the word. He will 
appreciate his senses better than we do 
ours, will educate and enjoy them more. 

The face of future man will be much 
more expressive and more completely un- 
der control than the face of present man. 
While there will be this great increase ir 
the mobility of facial expression, man will 
learn better how to regulate the focus of 
his countenance according to the idea he 
wishes to convey. 

The countenances of savages fall to be- 
speak their emotions. Take a series of our 
Indian portraits,“vhich we are collecting in 
this bureau to represent all of our Indian 
portraits, which we are collecting in this 
bureau to represent all of the American 
aboriginal tribes, and note what utter lack 
of thought or emotion the great majority 
of faces convey. Thus it has become com- 
mon for romantic writers to speak of the 
Indian as a stoic, whereas, as a matter of 
fact, his face simply fails to depict the 
changing phases of his mind. 

No, I do not foresee that man will ever 
cultivate control of facial expression to 
such a degree as to be able to talk entirely 
with his countenance. The vocal organs 
will always be superior and more economic 
for exchange of thought. 

As far as complexion and eyes are con- 
cerned, I believe that the ultra blond and 
the ultra-beunette type will constantly de- 
cline. But uniformity of color of eyes and 
hair will never be reached. 

The teeth and hair of future man will be 
superior to ours. Compare the teeth of the 
citizens of our great cities with those of 
the Indians. The lives of savages are short- 
ened by their early decay of teeth. Future 
man’s teeth will become improved, because 
he will take more careof them. The same is 
true of the hair. There was more baldness 
in the days of nightcaps than there is now. 

The head cannot lead the race, because, 
in the first place, the brain cannot develop 
without the hands keeping up with it. It is

There will be a constant but gradual in- 
crease in stature.

Future man will also live longer. Before 
many generations ripe old age will not be 
reached before a century. Communicable 
diseases will have been brought under com- 
plete control Insects which carry diseases 
will have been exterminated. Man will get 
rid of the housefly when he exterminates 
the horse; the flea when he exterminates 
the dog and cat; the plague germ, when 
the rat and mouse are seen no more on 
earth, and so on over an endless chain of 
extermination.

CULTIVATING 


COCOA IN AMERICA . 
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PASADENA, Cal, July 25.

PP “rection a and fruit-growers in this 
section are turning their attention to 
the cultivation of cocoa for the Unft- 

ed States markets. Experiments have been 

carried so far that it is now believed the 
production of the plant can be made com- 
mercially profitable. 

California already gives the East most of 
the delicacies which find their way to the 
tables of the well-fed. Cocoa may be added 
to the list. 

Many trees of the various varieties have 
been planted and on some plantations the 
first crop has been gathered. The quality 
has been pronounced excellent. 

The cocoa tree requires considerable care 
in cultivation. It grows best in a moist at- 
mosphere and must be well protected by 
shade. Tall palms are used to furnish this 
shade. In more tropical countries the ba- 
nana tree fulfills the purpose. The plants 
are grown from seeds, whose development 
is very rapid. They begin to germinate in 
eight days. 

The trees reach their full growth in two 
years and bear fruit in four years. Two 
crops are collected annually: The cocoa tree 
is much richer in blossoms than tn fruit. 
Growers who have made a study of the 
output say that the average production ‘s 
o¥Vy one fruit for every 00 flowers. 


‘ffhe trees vary in height from 15 to @ 
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and the branches are almost horizontal 
with the trunk. 

The bark is rough and of cinnamon color 
and the leaves are deep green. The flowers 
are deep red, with pink petals. This occurs 
sometimes singly and sometimes in clus- 
ters. It is long, pendulous and pear shape. 
When ripe it is of a more or less reddish 
brown color, according to the temperature 
in which it is grown. : 

(Chocolate and cocoa are made from the 
seeds of the fruit. Each of these seeds is 
about the size of an almond and their coior 
is a deep brown. 

The finished product is divided into two 
main classes, fermented and unfermented. 

The fermenting process most usually em- 
ployed in tropical countries is to dig holes 
in the ground, place heaps of the seeds in 
them and they are covered with leaves. In 
a few days the seeds begin to sweat. At the 
close of the sweating process, which usually 
consumes a week or ten days, the seeds are 
found to have lost about half their weight. 
In this process also the bitterness disap- 
pears. The seeds are then dried as rapidly 
as possible, either in the stn or in ovens. 

There are seven varieties of fermented 
cocoa known to commerce. These are the 
Mexican cocoa, the Esmeralda, the Guate- 
mala, the Caracas, the Guayaquil, the 
Berbice and the Surinam or Essequibo. ° 

The most costly of all cocoa is that which 
comes from Caracas, Venezuela. Its color is 
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Ths seeds are usually coated with soil, 
because they are buried in the earth dur- 
ing the fermentation process. 

The unfermented cocoa is dried rapidly 
witrout being buried or put through the 
sweating process. The principal varieties in 
this class are the Antilles, the Cayenne and 
the Brazilian, The Trinidad, Martinique and 
St. Domingo are subdivisions of the An- 
tilles species. All are stronger, but less deli- 
cate in flavor than the fermented varieties, 

After the seeds have been tried out they 
are hulled and crushed between hot rollers, 
This liquefies the solid fat and a paste is 
formed. 

Chocolate is merely a variation of cocoa. 
To the paste which results from the rolling 
process sugar and cinnamon or vanilla are 
added. in the cheaper grades of chocolate 
sassafras nuts, cloves and other spices are 
used as flavors. 
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SECRET OF BALDNESS. 


T secret of baldness has been dis- 


covered. 

A Michigan scientist, Dr. Delos L. 

Parker of the Detroit College of Medicine 
has just published in the Medical Record 
the results of a most interesting series 
of experiments undertaken to prove that 
men are bald because—they do not breathe 
properly. 
Alopecia is the scientific term for the 
disease of the scalp which results in bald- 


ness. 

Even admitting that no man was ever 
vain, the almost universal susceptibility 
to alopecia among men has doubtless 
caused as much misery a8 any other one 
affliction. Like a true benefactor of his 
sex, Dr. Parker set to work to discover 
the cause of this mysteriously common 
malady. 

Here is his discovery in a nutshell: 

There is a marked difference between 
‘the two s«xes in the mechanism of respi- 
| ration. Most women habitually breathe 
iwith a chest movement. 
| In the respiration of most men the dla- 
}phragm performs most of the work. This 
‘is partly due to the unalterable difference 
in anatomical structure and partly be- 
cause women who habitually compress 
their diaphragms are forced to resort to 
chest movements in spite of themselves. 

Now it is Dr. Parker’s theory that man 
frequently allows respired air to remain 
undisturbed in the upper portions of his 
lungs; and that when he does permit this 
to happen there is present in an absorbing 
cavity of his body organic matter. in the 
presence of warmth and moisture—a con- 
dition most favorable to the development 
of decomposition. 

When the adverse cosgitions have been 
established long enough decomposition of 
the organic matter present always does 
take place, and a product is elaborated, 
which, being taken up by the blood, exerts 
a selective. poisonous - action upon. the 
growth of the hair and thus becomes the 
of baldness.

Albert {is not the only St. Louls boy to 
live to the age of 10 years without ever 
having seen his city. But he is one of the 
bravest. There are hundreds of boys like 
him, some of them as oldi:as 14 years; but 
hardly one of them possesses the courage 
which Albert exhibited when he consented 
to take a trip through 8t. Louls and see 
what sort of a city is this in which he 
lives. The Bunday Post-Dispatch fcund 
scores of 10, 12 and 14 years old boys in 
the populous districts of the South Side 
who had never ventured more than 4 mile 
from their homes, but not until it found 
Albert did it discover a boy who, though 
the city was strange to him, was not afraid 
to £0 out and see how it looks. 

He is one of the pecullar products cf the 
densely populated quarters of a great city— 
the bright, active, strong-limbed lad, fa- 
miliar with everything around his home, 
but knowing no other part of the city. He 
is the antithesis of the country boy who in 
early youth knows almost the half of the 
county in which he lives; who goes with his 
parents on the Saturday trips to town; who 
hears this and that of all the people around 
and who early comes to have a personal 
knowledge of a considerable area uround 
his home. 

The boy of the populous city quarter does 
not go to the county seat. He does not ac- 
company his parents to market or tu the 
store for supplies. The factory, the home, 
the store, the school, the church and the 
playground are all grouped together, and in 
the shadow of this group the children are 
born and raised and oftentimes go far into 
their teens before they get any distance 
from home,

Between 1500 and 2500 South and 900 and 
1400 West the Sunday Post-Dispatch found 
any number of boys who had never seen 
Forest Park, who had never seen either of 
the bridges across the river, and who knew 
nothing at all of the commercial districts 
of St, Louts. But none of them could be in- 
duced to leave their neighborhoods and go 
see the city. When the boys were willing 
their parents objected. More than one 
mother and father treated a request to take 
their son over the city like a bold attempt 
to kidnap the youngster. 


At the Pestalozzi School is a summer 
playground for boys. A half hundred 
youngsters were romping here when the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch came seeking the 
boy who had never gone over St. Louts. It 
was here Albert Waterland was found. He 
had never seen St. Louis, but a_ trip 
through the unexplored parts of the city 
had no terrors for him.

| ESPITE the failure of the party of 
American scientists who recently re. 
turned from South America it is be. 
lieved that a British expedition will we or- 
ganized to hunt for the giant sloth in Pata. 
gonia., - 

Scientists all over the world are inter- 
ested in the search for this animal, which 
is believed to be still alive in the dense 
follage of the richest zoological country in 
the world. The animal its so Strange in 


many respects that scientists will not be 
satisfied until it is captured and properly 


classified. It is regarded as probable that 
| the next expedition sent out will go to Bra- 
| zil, where many smaller species of the sloth 
have been found. 

| The expedition which was unsuccessful 
in its search for the forest monster was 
composed of Dr. J. B. Hatcher of Prince- 
ton, Dr. O. A. Peterson of Princeton and 
Dr. Barnum Brown of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, New York. 

The man who discovered the giant sloth 
was killed by an assassin while his investi- 
| gation was still incomplete. His c'aims were 
laughed at at first, but now the truth of his 
| statements is universally récognized. 
| Ramon Lista was a distinguished Bra- 
zilian zoologist. In 1897 he penetrated the 
interior of Patagonia and remained there 


j} for months studying the strange animals 


and digging for fossils. When he returned 
to civilization he reported to Dr. Florentine 
Ameghino, director of the Museum of Nat- 
ural History at Buenos Ayres, that he had 
seen the giant sloth. 

According to his description the animal 
was as large as an elephant and was 
coated with brown hair, which seemed to 
be merely a covering for heavy scale plates, 

Dr. Ameghino doubted the accuracy of 
Lista’s statement, although he knew the 
young naturalist was carerul and scientific 
in his methods. 

Lista was-.enthusiastic. “T will go back 


into the forest and bring back a living 
specimen,” he said. 

Lista decided that before setting out on 
his second expedition he would make a 
cruise along the coast of the Mediterranean 
in-search of fossil specimens. In Rome he 
engaged the services of a private secretary. 
This Italian was something of a scientist 
himself. 7 

His specialty was chemistry and he had 
made a special study of the famous Borgia 
prescriptions, Between two days he poli- 
soned his employer. 

Later it was known that the man who 
died of poison was the discoverer of the 
only creature in the animal kingdom which 
is proof against poison. 

A year after Lista’s tragic death Dr. 
Ameghino received a shipment of specimens 
from a correspondent in Patagonia. Among 
them was the body of an animal, the like 
of which he had never seen. Careful study 
of the structure of the body showed that 
it was the animal described by Lista. 

It was 12 feet in length. Its skin was an 
inch thick and very rough. Beneath this 
skin Dr. Ameghino found thick plates of 
bone completely covering the body. Over all 
was a coating of short, grayish-brown hair.

sloth with any weapon less powerful than 
& rapid-fire machine gun. Bullets from the 
most deadly of rifles would make no im- 
pression on the animal's natural armor 
plate. 

In many respects the sloth ts the most 
tenacious of animals. All of his Ife ta 
passed hanging to the limbs of forest trees, 
He is so constituted that his most comfort- 
able position is upside down. 

He hangs in the limbs of trees. Some- 
times he consumes two days traveling from 
the trunk of the tree to the end of the 
limb. He is slow in every movement. Fils 
feet are so constituted that when the clawa 
close around the branch of a tree he ean 
release himself only with great effort. This 
enables him to sleep while clinging to a 
limb. He even dies in that position and re- 
mains suspended after death. 

The sloth seldom descends to the ground. 
His feet are so formed that walking ts a 
slower operation for him than his progress 
in the trees. 

The sloth cannot jump from one tree to 
another. When he desires to change his po- 
sition he hangs to the end of a swaying 
limb and waits for the wind to blow. Bome- 
times this doesn’t happen for days, but the 
sloth is patient. Sooner or later the bough 
swings within reaching distance of another 
limb. Then he has a fresh tree to feed on. 

This most indolent and unprogressive of 
all animals is better protected by nature 
than any other living creature. 

It is impervious to ordinary bullets. 

There is a sort of vegetable parasite 
which settles on its hair, giving it a green- 
ish tinge. This makes it almost impossible 
to distinguish the sloth from the follage 
surrounding it. 

Experiments with small members of-the 
species in captivity show that they cannot 
be killed by any known poison. 

The two-toed sloth is known as the unal, 
To this species belongs the giant which ts 
now being sought by scientists. Its name isa 
derived from the fact that it has only two 
prehensible claws on its front feet. 

The al, or three-toed sloth, differs from 
all other living things in one respect. It 
has nine bones in its neck. All other crea- 
tures have seven. Specimens of this species 
are in captivity, but so far no giants of its 
kind have been sighted.

MUSK OXEN 


FOUND ALIVE 


MAGNIFICENT specimen of musk 
A ox, secured by Lieut. Peary in Grin- 
nell Land, off the northern coast of 
Greenland, has just been mounted and 
placed on exhibition in the hall of North 
American mammals at the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History. This rare animal 
is only seen by daring Arctic explorers and 
travelers. 
Four others are to be placed with this to 
form one of the series of groups to illustrate 
this Arctic animal.

The Roman bath was Turkish bathing up- 
ona much more magnificent scale than Is 
Now anywhere attempted. Diocletian's bath 
formed a great and regular building, and 
the name is not fully explanatory, for there 
were many other things In this great struc- 
ture aside from mere baths. So would Mr. 


‘lames have the restored bath at St. Louis. 


In addition to the pools of various tem- 
peratures of water, the bath of Diocletian 
had many great public halls, theaters, open 
courts, promenades, halls of learning, 
places for games, etc. The bath proper was 
but a small part of the whole institution. 

For inetance, in the great walls surround- 
ing the bullding, there were big rooms 
known as the Exedraeor Scholae. In these 
were the youths of Rome taught after the 
manner in which their parents desired they 
should grow. A Roman youth was sup- 
posed to be proficient, at certain age, in 
certain things. And it was in the Scholae 
of the baths that he acquired this pfofi- 
clency, for here for his instruction were 
gathered the skilled teachers of Rome. 

The bath of Diocletian was a structure Of 
such dimensions and architectural impor- 
tance that it was one of the wonders of 
Rome. And it was an Institution, too, en- 
joying the patronage of the best peoples of 
the empire and giving employment to a 
great many persons, who, either as offi- 
cers or servants of the bath, made their 
hommes in chambers of the great wall. 

The bath proper consisted of the Apody- 


terilum, or great hall, in which were the 
dressing rooms; upon each side of this were 
four halls for the baths. There were eight 
bathing rooms, some for men and others 
for women, and the water was kept at dif- 
ferent temperatures in these. For instance, 
there was the Frigidarium, whose waters 
were cold enough to brace the fibers and 
strengthen the body; the Tepidaritum, in 
whose tepid waters Rome bathed for clean- 
liness and pleasure; the Caladarium, whose 
hot waters softened the skin, gave relief 
from fatigue and promoted sleep; and the 
Laconicum, which produced a_ violent 
sweat. The baths communicated In this or- 
der from one to another. Kach person 
stopped at the bath which he judged prop- 
er for himself. If he made use of the La- 
conicum he returned through the different 
baths, thus cooling himself gradually be- 
fore he returned to the dressing rooms. 

Another part of the structure was called 
the Hypocaustum. It was the great furnace 
from which hot water was conveyed in 
pipes, and hot air in flues, to the different 
baths. 

The Conisterilum was on one side of the 
Hypocaustum. It was here they preserved 
the sand with which the wrestlers, after 
they were anointed with oil, rubbed them- 
eelves before they exercised. 

Opposite the Conisterium was the Elaeo- 
thesium. This was an apothecary’s shop, 
furnished with a variety of ointments, oils 
and perfumes for the use of the bathers. 
The Romans, who borrowed many of their 
luxuries from the Greeks and Asiatics, like 
them applied different ointments to differ- 
ent parts of the body. 


Along the sides of the square, between 
the walls and the building proper, were 
broad, shaded walks. These served for ex- 
exercise, running and walking. 

In the center of the wall on one side was 
the Theatridium, or open theater, where 
people placed themsives in fine weather to 
see shows and wrestling. 

Between the Theatridium and the corners 
of the wall, which were temples dedicated 
to Apollo and Esculapilus, were parallelo- 
gram buildings, which served as halis and 
libraries. Here Rome kept the famous Ulp- 
lan library, removed hither from Trajan's 
forum. It is supposed that one room was 
given to Greek literature and the other to 
Roman literature. 

Within the square stood the Natatio, a 
great pool where people swam in the open 
air; the basilics, or great halls for public 
assemblies; the Diaetae, where sumptuous 
entertainments were given; the Xystun, 
where the gladiators and wrestlers  per- 
formed in bad weather; and the Cavedium, 
where people might walk in the open aiglr, 
though protected from the wind. 

So the Diocletian bath, as were many oth- 
ers of the baths of Rome, was something 
more than a swimming pool. Men of genius 
and learning discoursed and read their 
compositions in the Exedrae, while the 
swimmer, the gladiator, wrestler, student 
and teacher was busy elsewhere in the 
great place. 

Bathing was long practiced by all the 
eastern nations. They considered it a relig- 
ious due, as well as being necessary to the

ants of the baths.

Historians frequently 
assert that the Christian religion discour- 
aged bathing, because it did not admit the 
ablution of the body as a means to purify 
the soul. It is said no more elaborate baths 
were built after Christianity became the 
religion of thé empire. 

Before Asiatic luxury was known at 
Rome the Romans had no other baths than 
the Tiber. Any other bath was long con- 
fined to the rich. It was only in the time of 
the emperors that these magnificent build- 
ings, called thermae, were erected for pub- 
lic use. The common expense of bathing 
sems to have been @ quadrans, the fourth 
of an as, which is about a half cent in our 
money. Hence the poorest people of Rome 
could afford the bath. Children were ad- 
mitted free. 

The rich had their baths tinged with: saf- 
fron, and odoriferous herbs, and after

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bathing they had their bodies rubbed with 
Oils and ointments, often of incredible 
value. These oils were supposed to soften 
the skin and make it firm and pliable. 

Some historians assert that the baths of 
Caracalla were even more magnificent than 
those of Diocletian. According to Eusebius, 
Caracalla began the construction of these 
baths in the fourth year of his reign and in 
the two hundred.and seventeenth year of 
the Christian Era. There are said to have 
been in this great structure 1600 marble 
seats, beside the bathing tubs of granite 
and porphyry, for the use of those who 
bathed here, Caracalla’s baths, though 
now in ruins, still demonstrate their for- 
mer grandeur. The famous statue of Her- 
cules, by Glycon, the Athenian’ sculptor, 
was one of many celebrated things which 
decorated Caracalla’s baths.

TO MAKE WOMEN BEAUTIFUL. 


Botanical Aids to Good Looks 


Found in Shaw’s Garden.

HE Missouri Botanical Gardens con- 
7 tain a group of plants of especial in- 
terest to women. Plants are not only 

used to beautify the earth for man’s pleas- 
ure, to feed and clothe him, to cure the ills 
of his body, but women have found them 
useful In enhancing their charms, not only 
in garlands, but as toilet preparations, to 
brighten the eye, to give the raven or gold- 
en tint to the hair, to give a rose flush to 
the cheek, and a lily whiteness to the com- 


plexion. 


Every country maiden knows the value of 
tansy bruised in buttermilk to remove tan, 
sunburn and freckles. It is a homely, but 
effective, remedy. 

The juice of lemon is also another sim- 
ple remedy for removing tan. 

Hibiscus, ro#a-sinesis, or Chinese rose, is 
a native of China and Japan and a well- 
known ornament of our hothouses. This 
plant In its native soil grows to a height 
of 3 feet, and has variable flowers, single, 
double, red, dark purple, yellow or white. 
These flowers contain a quantity of astrin- 
gent juice, which rapidly turns black or 
deep purple, and is used by the Chinese and 


' Japanese women for dyeing their hair and 


eyebrows; and in Java for blacking shoes; 
hence, the plant is frequently called ‘‘the 
shoe-black plant.’’ 

Hernandia sonora,or Jack-in-a-box, forms 
a very handsome plant for subtropical gar- 
dening, for which purpose it is much em- 
ployed in Europe. The leaves produce a 
juice that is a powerful depilatory; it de- 
stroys hair on the face without pain wher- 
ever it is applied. The Orientals rub the 
leaves on their faces to keep the beard 
from growing, also on any portion of the 
head which, In accordance with their cos- 
tume, they desire to keep free from hair 
The flowers are whitish green, leaves light 
giossy green with red spot in center. Tra- 
dition says that this plant grew under the 
cross on which Christ was crucified and 
that a drop of blood fell on a leaf, and 
that ever since the plant has borne the 
mark. The tree attains a height of 40 feet. 

Rivina tinctorla or rouge plant is a prick- 
ly stiff-leaved annual, about two feet high, 
producing spinney heads of flowers. It has 
long been cultivated throughout India, 
China and southern Europe, where it is 
called Cardoon. It yields a valuable dye, 
which is obtained by collecting the red 
flowers before withering. It is the principal 
ingredient in the rouge used by ladies. 

Belladonna, or deadly nightshade, a 
strong growing perennial of the potatoe 
family, a native of this country. Like the

henbane, it has the power of dilating the 
pupil of the eye; and some belles use it in 
order to increase the apparent size and 
brilllancy of their eyes. It is also called 
dawl, and in olden time dawl water was a 
favorite with ladies for removing freckles; 
hence, the name belladonna, meaning fair 
lady. 

Camphire or henna. The leaves are pow- 
dered and made into a paste, and used in 
Egypt for coloring the finger nails and the 
hair and beard, imparting a yellow color, 
which is considered to add to the beauty. 
The women of the present day use the 
henna leaves to produce the Titian color 
of hair which has been until recently much 
in vogue. 

This practice has descended from very re- 
mote ages, as proved by the fact of henna 
having been found in Egyptian mummies. 

Yucca baccata and several other succu- 
lent plants are used in the manufacturing 
of toilet soaps, shampoos and various other 
toilet preparations. The roots are used. The 
Mexicans use the plant in its crude state 
for soap, Soaps made from the yucca bac- 
cata are not injurious to the most delicate 
skins. Olive oil is also used in toilet Soaps. 

Almonds are used in all cold cream prep- 
arations. They have a softening and a 
whitening effect on the skin. Almond meal 
is used by some women, who have very 
sensitive complexions, instead of soap.

There is no interest in politics 
here. In Newport we are wholly interested 
in seeking diversion. Sometimes there is not 
much of that. 

Newport society is as circumspect as any 
in the world. The statement has been made 
that some members of society favor doing

fat—they take up so much room. 

Of course there are people in Newport 
who {mitate the English, who speak with 
fog-horn voices and say “‘larst’ and 
‘‘parst.’’ 

I lunched yesterday with four women 
well known in society, and now and then, 
in the course of conversation one of them 
would say something about when she was 
staying with Lady Blank and another 
would exclaim: ‘‘Isn’t Lady So-and-So just 
sweet?’ 

I listened to them for awhile and then 1 
laid down my knife and fork and sald: 

“Do you know these women you have 
been mentioning?
